BURN MINE BUILDINGS 
Washington. April 30.—General Car­ 
ranza, first chief 
of 
the Constitu­ 
tional forces in Mexico, has accepted 
in principle the plan of mediation pro­ 
posed by Argentina, Brazil and Chile. 
This formal announcement, giving 
Jthe first real ray of hope in the move- 
Vnent for peace in Mexico, was made 
py Secretary Bryan of the state de­ 
partment. 
Mr. Bryan said he was au­ 
thorized to make the statem ent by 
the A. B. C. mediators and added that 
Carranza not only had accepted the 
mediation plan in principle, but had 
said that he will be willing to con­ 
fer with the mediators. 
Whether 
there 
shall 
be war or 
peace now depends on the ability of 
tBe mediators to devise a plan which 
will satisfy the honor and dignity of 
the United States, give Carranza and 
Villa what they have been fighting for 
and at the same time save the face of 
Dictator Huerta, who says th at under 
no condition will he retire. 
While this development was hailed 
with joy by President Wilson and 
Secretary Bryan there is a general 
feeling of doubt that the mediators 
will be able to devise a plan that will 
satisfy the 
triangular 
interests in­ 
volved. 
It Is the belief of members 
of the senate that Carranza, like H uer­ 
ta, has accepted mediation “in prin­ 
ciple" in order to keep his record 
straight and it is doubtful whether he 
will accept any plan that does not turn 
over to him the reins of government 
at Mexico City. 


Huerta May Prove Stubborn. 


In hi-ih official circles it is admitted 
that Huerta is apt to prove stubborn 
w ith regard to any suggestion that he 
retire. 
Pressure has been brought to 
have the Washington administration 
withdraw 
from 
its 
insistence 
that 
Huerta must be eliminated as a con­ 
dition of peace. 
President Wilson is making it clear 
to members of the senate who are 
asking him to beware of being lulled 
into a sense of false security by the 
attitude of Huerta and Carranza that 
even though an armistice is arranged 
any untoward act by Huerta's forces 
will be followed by prompt and ag­ 
gressive action by the armed forces 
of the United States. 
It is also made clear that he will 
not withdraw from his insistence that 
Huerta should retire, even though it 
Is pointed out by foreign powers that 
this one condition, made fundamental 
by the administration in advance of 
mediation, may upset all the plans for 
peace. 
It has been supposed generally that 
the intermediaries would condue their 
efforts to a settlem ent of the differ­ 
ences 
arising 
between 
the 
United 
S tates and the H uerta government 
as a result of the arrest of American 
marines at Tampico and the seizure 
of Vera Cruz. 
But it developed that while they 
were prepared to concentrate their at­ 
te n tio n on averting hostilities between 
General Huerta and the United States 
the envoys were quietly endeavoring 
to include in the scope of their me­ 
diation tile Constitutionalists, so that 
all elements might be brought into 
harmony for a pacific settlement.

Walsenburg and Forbes. 


Denver, April 30.—Nine more lives 
were claimed 
in 
Colorado's 
seven 
months of industrial war. 
At Forbes seven guards and one 
striker were killed in a six-hour bat­ 
tle, with two other strikers believed 
to be among the dead. 
At Walsenburg one officer of the 
militia hospital corps was killed and 
one officer and two 
enlisted 
men 
wounded. 
The Forbes camp is utterly desert­ 
ed, the mining buildings having been 
destroyed by fire. The strikers opened 
their attack there in force at day­ 
break. 
With the women and children 
of the camp barricaded In the mine 
stope the guards under the direction 
of 
Superintendent 
Nicol 
responded 
spiritedly. 
Fighting that practically encircled 
the town continued for five hours at 
Walsenburg between strikers, militia 
and mine guards. 
Major P. P. Lester 
of the hospital corps met his death 
shot through the breast, while dress­ 
ing the wounds of a comrade within 
150 yards of the strikers' position. He 
is said to have worn the Red Cross 
insignia on his arm. 
With two troops of United States 
cavalry in the Fremont county fields 
and citizens, volunteers and militia 
on guard in Boulder county, state offi­ 
cials gave their attention to prepar­ 
ing for sudden outbreaks in Las Ani­ 
mas and Huerfano counties. The mili­ 
tia detachment 
relieved 
by federal 
soldiers in Fremont county was rushed 
to Colonel Verdeckberg's assistance 
at Walsenburg. 
Although strike leaders declined to 
give out any information as to their 
losses it was learned from an authen­ 
tic source they had suffered severely.

Leaders Will Conftr Again on Home

for the new postoffice 
building Iii Washington he did not 
know’ that they had been written by 
Charles W. Eliot, president emeritus of 
Harvard. Tills fact became known to 
connection with the news from Cam­ 
bridge that President Wilson bad ”ed 
it*iI” the copy of the noted educator. 
Says the New York Evening World ed­ 
itorially: 
Dr. Charles W. Eliot, president emer­ 
itus >f Harvard, has long been a mas­ 
ter of simple, vigorous English. 
Yet 
who will say that President Wilson has 
not bettered Dr. Eliot’s carefully pre­ 
pared inscriptions for the city postof­ 
fice at Washington? 
Dr. Eliot’s inscription for the east 
pavilion rend: 
Carrier of news and knowledge, 
Instrument of trade and commerce, 
Promoter of mutual acquaintance 
Arm inn men and nations and hence of 
peace and good will. 
Revised by President Wilson it be­ 
comes : 
Carrier of news and knowledge, 
Instrument of trade and industry, 
Promoter of mutual acquaintance 
Of peace and good will 
Among men and nations. 
Besides gaining in rhythm, the presi­ 
dent’s version is final, therefore more 
impressive. ‘‘Hence” suggests plea or 
argument. An inscription should carry 
the effect of finality, not demonstra­ 
tion. 
Dr. Eliot wrote for the west pavilion: 
Carrier of love and sympathy, 
Messenger of friendship, 
Consoler of the lonely, 
Pond of the scattered family. 
Enlarger of the public life. 
President Wilson revised it: 
Messenger of sym pathy and love, 
Servant of parted friends. 
Consoler of the lonely. 
Bond of tile scattered family. 
Enlarger of the common life. 
‘‘Messenger" is better than “carrier” 
because "messenger” implies also the 
kindly impulse and act of a sender. 
Moreover, it avoids the recurrence of 
•'carrier,” which is the first word on 
the east pavilion. “ Messenger of friend­ 
ship” is general aud abstract; “Servant 
of parted friends” becomes at once 
touchingly direct and concrete. "Com­ 
mon” life is better than "public” life 
because “common” covers human fel­ 
lowship more broadly, more sympa­ 
thetically. Not to mention niceties of 
sound. 
An interesting lesson in English by 
eminent experts—which proves, among 
other things, that even where the best 
of heads are employed two are better 
than one.

Inscriptions on clay cylinders pur­ 
chased for the Babylonian collection 
at Yale university have been redeci­ 
phered, and much information for stu­ 
dents of Biblical chronology has been 
obtained. 
One cylinder inscribed for Nebuchad­ 
nezzar. who reigned B. C. OOO to Bdl, 
recounts his deeds with reference to 
restoration aud enlargement of the 
walls and moats of Babylon and of 
temples and sanctuaries thereabout. 
Ile records the rebuilding of Marchuk, 
which be calls Etemenanki, recognized 
as the ancient tower of Babel of the 
book of Genesis. 
Nebuchadnezzar said. according to 
the translation, that he sought and 
found the foui.dntion stone of the tem­ 
ple of Lugnl Ma rads, bis deity, and 
laid It upon the foundation stone of 
Karat!)-Sin. king, his ancient ancestor. 
This ancestor presumably lived 3,000 
years 
before 
Nebuchadnezzar. 
The 
foundation stone of Narnin-Sto was 
also founded by Nabonidus, father of 
Belshazzar iB. C. 550) when he re 
stored tile temple of Sippara.
